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The principal findings of the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence speak for themselves . They con ifieg

toe Admiration's conclusion that the Treaty ts adequately 
verifiable. The Committee expressly finds that the SAL 
Treaty enhances the ability of the United States to monitor 
those components of Soviet strategic weapons forces which 
are subject to the limitations of the Treaty. 

Additionally, the Committee has found that in the 
absence of the SALT II Treaty, the Soviets would be 
to take more sweeping concealment and deception measu 
which could make monitoring of Soviet strategic fo 
more difficult. 

Thus, we believe the Senate can proceed to vote on 
the SALT II Treaty with the full confidence tha 
of verification has been satisfactorily resolved. 

We welcome this Intelligence Committee report and look 
forward to the Senate Foreign Relations Committee Y 

of Chairman Bayh and Senator Goldwater next week. in 
addition, the President intends to meet Pe rs jjf J " f 1 .
